Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant wanted clarification of all objections and rejections. Also, 
applicant felt Barbour '248 was not a valid 35 U.S.C. 102(b) reference becase the functional language of claim 1 ("an 
apparatus for securing a storage unit" and "the cover is sized to conceal in whole or in part the storage unit" was not 
taught therein. The Examiner disagreed because clearly, the member 17 could conceal in whole or in part some 
storage unit (for instance, if one looked at the storage unit from directly in front of the member 17). . 
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
